Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or 
groups of inventions which are not so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in 
reply to this action, to elect a single invention to which the 
claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim (s) 1-4, 6-11, drawn to a display virus complex 
comprising nucleic acid and the encoded peptide. 

Group II, claim(s) 1 and 5, drawn to a display virus wherein the 
viral display libraries of proteins are the source of the 
nucleic acid complex. 

Group III, claim (s) 12-18, 20-21 and 23-24, drawn to a method of 
preparing covalently linked naked nucleic acid-protein display 
complexes . 

Group IV, claim(s) 12 and 19, drawn to a method of preparing 
covalently linked naked nucleic acid-protein display complexes 
with a library as the source.^ 

Group V, claim (s) 12 and 22, drawn to a method of preparing 
covalently linked naked nucleic acid-protein display complexes 
in array format. 

Group VI, claim(s) 25, drawn to a method of use. 
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The inventions listed as Groups I-II do not relate to a 
single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, 
under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: there is no 
corresponding special technical features for a virus complex as 
the display virus need not used a library as a source or may not 
be in an array format. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-II and Groups III-V do 
not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 
13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following 
reasons: there is no corresponding special technical features 
for a virus complex to a method of preparing the virus since as 
the method of making recites different steps by which the 
display can be made. For example, a method of making using a 
library as the source. The viral complex can be made by other 
biological recombinant method. The virus may not necessarily be 
arranged in an array format but may be only attached to a 
different substrates or in a library form. 

The inventions listed as Groups III-V and VI do not relate 
to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 
because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following 
reasons: there is no corresponding special. technical features 
between the two different methods. The product produced by the 
method of e.g., group III can be used in different processes of 
use as the different recited used of claim 25 e.g., for protein 
identification or in diagnosis. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one 
species of the generic invention. These species are deemed to 
lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as to 
form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

The different uses as recited in claim 25: 



1. Genomics 
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2. Proteomics 

3. Protein identification for therapeutic drugs

For example for genomics, 
genes are being employed as opposed to amino acids in proteins.
